There. was-.a: majority’ report. and a 
minority report. .In thé former ‘thé. de- 
cision was in favor of an Irish Parlfa- 
mént -consisting of the King, an_ Irish 
Senate; and an Irish House of * ‘Gom- 
mons; ‘and it confined its Powers, with 
certain é@xceptions,. to’ the. internal gov- 
ernment of Ireland. : 

A dissenting report was signed by the 
nineteen Ulster Unionists, in whieh they 
declared ‘that no agreement was possible 
since the Nationalists’ in> ‘the. majority 
report had put it beyond doubt that 
what they. wanted was. “full inde- 
pendence,’ or ‘a Parliament possessing 
co-equal powers with those of the Im-. 
perial Parliament... Behind this objec- 
tion was-known to exist ‘the fear that 
the majority ™ report placed Protestant 
Ulster under the. dominion of a Catholic 
Treland. 

While the report of the proceedings 
of ‘the. convention were being discussed 
in the press the Premier announced. his 
twofold: plan for’ home. rule and con- 
scription, and the-_Nationalists, who did 
not- see the connection, began a great 
anti-conscription campaign, which con-

WITH THE-AMPRICAN. ARMY ON 
THE '‘VESLE,” Aug. 8; ° (Associated 
Press. )—Unider almost. ‘incessant shell: 


fire ; “Américan troops struggled for- 


ward today ‘to slightly better positions 
north of the Vesle., ‘French divisions 
to the east and ‘the, west did their part 
in straightening the line. 

This, day’ was’ not marked by or- 
ganized ‘attacks... anywhere along 
the front; but was’ punctuated - by 
sharp minor engagements in which 
the American gunners’ successfijlly 
covered the operations of the infantry 
and the: engineers. Along the entire 
front. there Was evident a determina- 
tion to.stabilize the lines. Whether 
the battle that began on July 18 -has 
virtually ended or:-whether the Ger- 
mans will withdraw beyond the Aisne 
are unanswered questions. 

To the ‘Americans already north 
of the river there was added considera- 
ble strength during the night and 
early: morning. 
well’ fixed ‘along the Rouen-Rheims’ 
road from near: Bazoches, which still 
is in-the harids of the Germans, to a 


point well east of Fismes. The Amer- 


icans hold: Fismes apparently securely, | 
but the village:of North Fismes-proved 
difficult and at midday was subjected 
to a.terrific shelling by the. American 
artillery with the intention of making 
it untenable. With that small point 
orice cleared, the line would run unin- 
terruptedly toward the east. 
Big Gung Behind the Aisne, 

The Germans have had strong ma- 
chine’ gun, positions in Fismes and.to. 
the north-and.east. -It was the oppo- 
sition offered by them that résulted 
in‘ the American determination not to 
attempt occupation by the infantry, 
but. to. destroy the enemy with’ ar- 
tillery. 
- On ‘the. hills heres’: the line at. al. 
most: every available point the ,Ger- 
man light. artillery has_ been: placed, 
while'the heavy guns are located -be- 


yond the Aisne, and guns of medium 


calibre are northwest of Perles com-’ 
manding: the: region about’ Bazoches. 
Since the fight. bégan on the Vesle 
these guns have steadily pounded: the; 
American ‘line, but’ the American ar- 
tillery has- deen equally energetic in 
replying. Comparatively little damage 
has been done by the German guns, 
while the silencing. of enemy gun fire 
trom’ his lighter. aftillery positions is} 
an evidence of the’ ‘accuracy | “of the 
American: artillery, and the “destruc- 
tion of various German machine gun 
positions: has “heen obvious.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES, 
Aug. 8.—Today has been marked by 
a great and significant action,- hith- 
erto entirely successful. It is-further 
proof that upon the British frontalso 
the initiative now rests with the Al- 
lieg and that the Germans stand on 
the defensive along the whole line. 

Put in. the briefest terms, the 


{movement has: been an advance 
along a-front of about twelve miles{4 -: 


held by- British corps and three miles 


has penetrated various points from 
four to six. or even-eight miles. 


The original front lay across the 
Valley of the Somme and its tribu- 
taries at an average distance of 
about ten or twelve miles east and 
southeast of Aniiens. Roughly it 
may be said to: have extended from 
the fields just west of Morlancourt 
on the high ground ‘or peninsula be- 
tween the Ancre and the Somme and 
southward and southwestward 
across the Somme and its tributaries 
—the Luce and Avre—to a point 
west of Moréuil and Morisel vil- 
lages, facing each other on opposite 
banks of the Avre.

It lasted nearly four min-' 
utes and behind its barrage the in- 
fantry and.tanks advanced simul- 
taneously. .As they advanced the 
barrage lifted to further ranges. 
There ‘can be no doubt that: the 
enemy was. taken, completely by sur- 
prise. . Prisoners say that they were 
expecting local attacks, but not a 
movement of.this. magnitude. The 
surprise was increased by a low-ly- 
ing mist, which began to form in 
patches early in the night and com- 
pletely shrouded both the high 
ground and the valleys for some 
hours: after dawn, though the upper 
‘air remained clear till nearly noon. 
German Guns Overwhelmed. 
At. 4:80 there was already a 
glimmer® of light inthe air, and 
when at 5:30 I reached the summit 
of the large ridge along which the 
high road runs from Corbie at the 
junction. of~ the: Ancre and the 
Somme. it was daylight.- The mist 
lay so thick that it-was impossible 
to see more than. thirty yards on 
any side; ~Only the: perpetual thun- 
der ‘and “drumming: of: the guns 
shook the fog, and sometimes larger 
flashes would shine, flickering ~ to 
the open- sky.

German Army morale is unques- 
tionably weakening, so far as cer- 
tain elements which make up a large 
part.of the army are concerned.

ing in the Marne salient. The dif- 
ference was that the Germans did 
.|not rush our machine gun nests, 
but were forced to fall back with 
heavy losses. 


Other Attacks Broken Up. 


We then pushed ahead, while the 
Germans were confuséd, and placed 
our front line-on, the east and west.

PARIS, Aug. 8.—What has given Paris 
special satisfaction in connection with 
the new allied stroke is’ the official 
statement that the British Fourth Army 
and the French First Army are attack- 
ing under the command of General 
Haig.

TRAINING CAMPS AFFECTED 


No More Civillan Candidates for 
Commissions Received Until 


Draft Law Is Completed.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Pending ac- 
tion by Congress on the new draft leg- 
islation, under which the War Depart- 
ment is seeking to. create a man-power 
reservoir by increasing the age limits tb 
eighteen and forty-five years, recruit- 
ing for the ermy, navy, and Marine 
Corps has been suspended.. Sécretaries 
Baker and Daniels late this afternoon 
announced that orders had been given 
to that effect. The two Secretaries are 


working together in the matter. The 
navy, which seeks to increase its per~ 
gonnel, expects no trouble in getting 
men when recruiting is resumed. 

. Secretary Baker also announced that 
the War Department has suspended the 
recefpt of candidates for officers’ train- 
ing camps from civil life until after the 
new legislation had been passed. He 
emphasized the fact that, so far as the 
War Department was concerned, these 
steps were taken to prevent indiscrim- 
inate voluntary enlistment of men up to 
45 years, and to make the. operation 
of the selective service law truly selec- 
tive, in practice, as wellasin name - 
Mr. Baker said that the War Depart- 
ment would present to the President 
regulations to be promulgated in con- 
nection with the operation of the selec- 
tive service law so as to enable the 
Government itself to determine whether 
mén could be spared from their present 
tions for military service.

Control Unrelated Enterprises. 


‘* We believe that if the fundamental 
and underlying evils are rooted out the 
whole structure of conspiracy, control, 
monopoly, and restraint must fall. If 
we are correct in this. Judgment, the 


task of applying legislative and admin- 
istrative remedy is greatly simplified. 

‘*Tt appears that five great packing 
concerns of the country—Swift, Armour, 
Morris, Cudahy, and Wilson—have at- 
tained such a dominant position that 
roey control at will the market in which 

pace buy their supplies,.the market in 
hich they sell their products, and hold 
the fortunes . of their competitors in 
their hands. 
» “The combination has -not stopped at 
the most minute integration, but has 
gone on into a stage of conglomeration, 
so that unrelated heterogeneous enter- 
prises are brought under control. 

‘“*‘ As we have followed these five great 
corporations through their amazing and 
devious ramifications — followed them 
through important branches of industry, 
of commerce, and of finance—we have 
been able to trace back to its source 
the great power which has made péds- 
sible their growth.: We have found that 
it is not so much the means of produc- 
tion and preparation, nor the sheer mo- 
mentum of great wealth, but the ad- 
vantage which is obtained through a 
monopolistic control ‘of the market 
places and means of transportation and 
distribution.’’ 


The Cemmission’s Recommendations. 


The four recommendations made by 
the commission follow: 
““(1) That the Government acquire,

** (4) That the Federal Government ac- 
quire such of the branch houses,’ cold 
storage plants, and warehouses as are 
mecessary to provide facilities for the 
comnetitive marketing and storage of food 
_ products in the principle centres of dis- 
“tribution and consumption... The same 
‘to be operated by the Government as 
public markets and storage places un- 
der such conditions as will afford an 
' outlet for all manufacturers and hand- 
lers of food p§# ducts on equal terms 
Supplementing the marneling and stor- 
age facilities thus acquired, the Federal 
Government establish, through the Rail- 
‘road Administration, at the terminals of

Trade Commission's report that the 
packing industry was dominated by a 
small ‘group of men,/including officers 
and members of New York: banks and 
banking houses, -was received with 


py oonpag Ng by the local interests yester- 

o- he. bankers asserted that. nearly 
all the Trneetiok operations of the pack- 
ing companies had been handled for 
many years past by Chicago banks, with 
New York institutions participating in 
a seconda capacity. It was pointed 
out that the recent sale of $60,000, 
bonds’ b Armour: & -Co. was put 
through. by banks: of Chicago, and that 
New York institutions had difficulty in 
obtaining as many of the’ bonds for 
their customers as were asked for. 

Bankers who discussed the report, 
could not explain what the commission 
meant by ‘stating that the’ Chase Na-% 
tional Bank, the Guaranty Trust Com- 
pany, and certain other institutions 
had the ‘‘ veto” power in the case of 
Wilson & Co. It was supposed to refer 
to the voting. trust which was formed 
for the stock of Wilson & Co. when 
this corporation. was organized out of 
Sulzberger & Co. a few years ago. The 
voting trustees are A. Barton Hepburn 
of the Chase National Bank, Charles H. 
Sabin of the Guaranty Trust Company, 
arry Bronner, formerly a member of 
ots pag“ &.Co.; Elisha Walker of 

William Salomon & Co., and Thomas E. 
Wilson, President. of the company. 

The New York financiers who are in- 
terested tn the packing companies as 
Directors are Lewis L. Clarne, Presi- 
dent of the American Exchange Na- 
tional. Bank, who is on the board of 
Swift. & Co.; Samuel McRoberts, Vice 
President of the National a! Bank, a 
Director of Armour « Co.; R. Tinker, 
Vice President, of the Chase National, 
and Harry Bronner, Lewis B. Franklin, 
formerly Vice President of the Guar- 
ant: Trust Compgny, and _ Elisha 
Walker, who are Directors of Wilson & 
Co. Morris & Co. and. the Cudahy

GERMAN AGENTS SUSPECTED 


Fear Spread In Queens by Fake Red 
Cross "Naréses. 


What. is believed to be an effort of 
German agents to spread terror among 
relatives of soldiers in the outlying: dis- 
tricts of Queens was revealed yester- 
day when inquiry was made at Red 
Cross headquarters in Long Island City 


concerning women who said they were 
representatives of that chapter who 
called upon soldiers’ relatives. . 

The Red Cross officials promptly de- 
nied emphatically that any one repre 
senting them had been sent out and de- 
clared: the alleged .representatives were 
impostors. The authorities have started 
a hunt for them. 

Reports received were that women in 
the garb of Red Cross nurses have been 
going to the homes of soldiers, s aying 
they had information of the death of the 
soldier. In some instances the fake 
Red Cross nurse asked that the relative 
sign papers supposed to have a bearing 
on the soldier’s insurance. So far as 
can be learned, no one as yet has 
signed any papers, but considerable dis- 
tress was occasioned by the false in- 
formation given that the soldier was 
dead. A warning was issued from Red 
Cross headquarters several days ago 
saying that impostors were about and 
that the organization had nothing to do 
with notifying the families of dead or 
wounded soldiers. 
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‘The fact that they have so generally 
resorted to unfair msthods of meeting 
competition discredits their ciaims of | 
superior efficiency. It is difficult to be- 
lieve that if the big packers had been ' 
able ‘to extend their business rapidly by | 
efficiency alone they would have re-| 
sorted to the devious and illegal means ; 
of crushing competition which they have 
employed. 

“This conclusion is strengthened by a 
perusal of the packers’ letters, ‘in which 
their. motives are often frankly stated. 
The following letters, introduced with 
merely explanatory comment, were writ- 
ten by the pee or their agents in the 
course of their every-day business. = 
tract from a letter written by Guy C.

OUTINGS FOR THE CHILDREN. 

For almost a half century, the Chil- 
dren’s Aid Society of New York has 
been the good Samaritan to the poor 
of the congested tenement districts. 
When the weather is hottest and the 
humidity highest, the society allevi- 
ates suffering in these districts by 
sending away to its various Summer 
homes tired mothers with their ailing 
children, who, because of high prices, 
have been compelled to subsist upon 
a diet that was not substantial and 
nutritious. Last year 1,586. children 
spent two weeks or more at the Chil- 
dren’s Summer Home, *Bath Beach, 
L. I., which accommodates 300 young- 
sters at one time; the Health Home, 
Coney Island, housing a like num- 
ber, cared for 368 mothers and 1,145 
children. for 15,193. days, while 896 
mothers and 38,159 children . came 
to spend a @y at a.time. This year 
the society has decided to add one 
more cottage, making three in all, for 
the exclusive use of crippled children. 

Pursestrings have been stretched 
almost to the limit by subscriptions to 
Liberty bonds, War Savings Stamps, 
the Red Cross, and other worthy 
causes. But it would be sad indeed 
if help were withheld from a cause 
as excellent as the one fostered by the 
Children’s Aid Society. One thousand 
dollars will maintain for the season a 
cottage where crippled childten may 
have professional attention in fresh 
sea breezes, while $6 will send a crip- 
pled child* to ‘the country for two 
weeks. But any donation, however 
small, will help some child or mother 
to breathe for a while the seashore or 
country air. Contributions should be 
sent to Epwin G. MERRILL, Treasurer, 
or C. L. BRACE, Secretary, 105 East 
Twenty-second Street.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8:—YVhe . suffra- 
‘gist d tration. last Tuesday in La- 
fayette Park, just’ opposite the White 
House, which resulted in the arrest of 
forty-eight women, was the subject of 
sharp. criticism: today- in the Senate. 
Senator McKellar of Tennessee deplored 
the demonstration. Senator Thomas of 
Colorado, a suffrage supporter,. said: 
3? this keeps up some of us who are 
in favor of the suffrage amendment may 
reconsider our daeécision.’’ 

Another suffrage advocate, . Senator 
Smoot of. Utah, said the newspapers 
‘should not give the. militant suffragists 
any aavertising, should .not mention 
their, demonstrations. 

Senatqr. Reed of. Missouri, anti-suf- 
frage man,.-said: ‘The suffragette 
seems -to-have a right today to walk 
into a Benator’s office and demand three 
seconds, even if he is talking to a Cab- 
inet officer, and then remain three 
hours. During that time you are called 
a brute, a back number, a fossil, and a 
relic of the stone age, and you are ex- 
pected to smile and give thanks. If.the 
critic was.a man you woul® walk him 
to the window and show him how long 
a drop it is to the pavement.”’ 


Protesting. against what ‘they call the 
unwarranted arrest of the woman suf- 
fragists in Washington, -representatives 
of the National Woman's Party yester- 
day cited the words of Miss Alice Paul, 
Chairman of the party, in the-call for’ 
the meeting. She wrote: 

‘“The present demand of women that 
President .Wilson take effective action 
is based on the fact that he has proved 
his power to ‘secure the legislation he 


but his insistence can win this victory 
for American democracy.” 

The party holds that the meeting was 
intended in no way to annoy the Presi- 
dent, but was tobe an appeal to him to 
force the ‘‘ group of willful men” who 
are blocking the vote to help pass, the 
woman suffrage amendment. 

Judge Ben Lindsey, who witnessed the 
arrests, says he has no sympathy with 
any,move to annoy the President, and 
he assured himself that that was not 
th¢ purpose of the meeting; that it was 
merely a protest against the action of 
the Senate in delaying the suffrage 
amendment. He continues: é

Mrs. Betty Wakeman Mitchell of Hud- 
son Falls, N. Y., wife of Commander 
Willis G. Mitgheil, Fleet Engineer of the 
United States Navy, at the State Wo- 
man Suffrage.

Complete. details of the sinking of the 
ship were lacking’ tontght. 

Naval officials feel certain that the 
submarine which accounted for the 
Merak was the same that sank the tank 
steamer O. B. Jennings on Sunday off 
the Virginia Capes and thé Diamond 
Shoal Lightship on Monday afternoon. 
In some quarters surprise was expressed 
that the submarine would have lingered 
near the spot where the lightship was 
sent down. 

Secretary Daniels said today that he 
had nothing to add to his former. opin- 
ion as to the operations of the raiders 
on this side of the Atlantic, that they 
are instructed to hinder commerce as 
much as. possible without exposing them- 
selves to danger. Mr. Daniels said other 
sinkings probably would follow. 


ELIZABETH CITY, N. C., Aug. 8— 
Twenty survivors of the crew of the 
Merak were landed here today. A pa- 
trol boat. brought the men from the 
Kennykeet Coast Guard station after 
they had’ landed in their boats.

AVERTED BELGIAN FAMINE. 


Legation Says America’s Aid Alone 
Prevented Great Catastrophe. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—The Belgian 
MLegation issued a statement today de- 
claring that the assistance of America 
had saved the Belgians from famine. It 
follows: 

“Article 51 of the Fourth Convention 
of The Hague stipulates, concerning 
requisitions, in an occupied country, of 
war material, which conserve only the 
armies of occupation, that they myst be 
proportionate to the resources of the 
country. 

“In Belgium, the liertitai have in- 
terpreted this article sd liberally that 
the stipulated restriction no longer has 
any meaning; they havé agmooned them- 
selves by seizures, purchases, more or 
less voluntary, ane 
food stores and agricultural 
products, on the pretext that they were 
nepeneesy for their so-called army of 
tgp which_ in reality’ was their
